We regret that we are not able to give 
the number of- regiments and battalions 
furnished by Kentucky. If we were we 

have no doubt but it would be shown that 
she has been more shabbily treated than 
any of the States. 

It will be seen by the foregoing figures 
that while New York furnished 197 regi- 
ments and battalions more than Massachu- 
setts, she had drawn out of the national 
treasury on the 24th of December, 1868, 
$1,187,671 less than Massachusetts on the 
plea of war expenditures. While Penn- 
sylvania furnished 180 regiments and bat- 
talions more than Massachusetts, she had 
drawn out of the Treasury up to the 21st 
of December, 1868, $1,392,984 less than 
Massachusetts on the plea of war expendi- 
tures. While Ohio furnished 162 regiments 
and battalions more than Massachusetts, 
she had drawn out of the Treasury, on the 
plea of war expenditures, up to the 2ist of 
December, 1868, $911,243 less than Massa- 
chusetts. 

These facts haye been charged over and 
over again in Congress, and never denied. 
In view of them, with what face can Mr. 
BouTWELL reject. the Kentucky claim—a 
claim that has been allowed by the Secre- 
tary of War and all the accounting officers? 
Yet the telegraph gives us the conjecture 
that he is going to doit. We shall not be 
surprised to learn that he has turned it over 
to the tender mercies of Congress. That 
is a way he has of staving off the payment 
of honest debts in order to bridge over the 
fall elections. We fear that Mr. Bovurt-

The only in- 
t@rest we feel about it is the interest we 
should feel in any man whom we believed 
to be set upon—a purely personal interest. 
There is always a deal of cant about such 
matters, and this cant has shown itself 
profusely through the columns of the able 
and ardent press in their method of treat- 
ing the present illustration. It occurs to 
us that not much more than the absurd 
gammon about Southern chivalry and 
honor which illuminates the turgid rhodo- 
montade of the Memphis Appeal, joined to 
the brilliant silence of the Lexington Press, 
would be necessary to finish Mr. Davis. 
They do protest too much, when protesta- 
tions are not required and go for nothing. 
A natural indignation that the scandal 
should have appeared in print is pardon- 
able. But the ascription of improper mo- 
tives to all who did not see the wisdom of 
going off into a heroic frenzy about it, 
merely vapid gush as insincere as it is ri- 
diculous. 

There is a fault in newspaper discussion, 
which, let us own, is most conspicuous at 
the South, but which is also more or less 
prevalent everywhere in this country, 
which may be described as a redundancy 
of poppycock. The man who is common- 
place and sensible enough in his every-lay 
walks and ways, no sooner gets a pen in 
his hand than he begins to soar among the 
elements. He quits hum-drum topics for 
hifalutin gabble, and writes as if his 
readers were as big a set of fools as he 
proves himself to be. He loses in great 
part his honesty of purpose with this thor- 
ough dishonesty of expression, and, witha 
vague notion that he is. discharging a high 
moral obligation in dealing out platitudes 
that are possible only in print, he wanders 
on through a world of stuff and nonsense 
not even contiguous to the subject matter, 
and as far from rational argument as a 
dirty soap-bubble from a crown diamond. 
The people who read newspapers are not 
idiots. Neither are they, as a class, mal- 
contents. That which is straightforward, 
that which arises out of eommon things 
and pursues a common object, that which 
is comprehensible and sincere, that which 
is cheertul, wMatter-of-fact and genuine 
will, with the most ordinary of readers, 
find the greatest number of adherents. 
Poppycock seldom deceives even the 
groundlings unless they want to be de- 
ceived; and there is no species of poppy- 
cock more at variance with the temper and 
spirit of the age than sentimental poppy- 
cock. 

The Memphis Appeal and its imitators 
would do well to take a few lessons of 
their bodily nature and to suppress their 
ethereal tendencies somewhat. They over- 
shoot the mark of a very fallible but also a 
very robust humanity. Their gabble is 
but poppycock.

CAUGHT AT LAST. 


One of the Participants in the Wash- 
ington County Outrage Arrested. 


About fifteen months ago a horrible outrage™ 
1 


was committed in Washington county, this State, 
which met with prompt and decisive punishment 
so far as four of the parties connected were con- 
cerned, and which promises to extend still fur- 
ther. At the time mentioned eight young men, 
all belonging to the same family, made an at- 
tack upon the house of an old man named Ma- 
cannelly, bound himself and wife, and one of the 
number stood guard over chem with drawn pistol, 
while each of the eight committed a nameless 
outrage upon the person of a daughter, a young 
girl under twenty years of age. The community 
became terribly excited upon the discovery of 
the deed, and, two of the fends being captured, 
they were hung by lynch mw. Two others wera 
tried, convicted and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary, while the others escaped. During the 
earlier part of this week E. B. Hatchett, one of 
the band concerned in the outrage, was captured 
by the deputy sheriff of Washington county, at 
Richardson's Landing, in Meade county, be- 
low this city on the Ohio river. Hatchett had 
been engaged in teaching school for some time in 
the vicinity of his arrest. During the war Hatch- 
ett was 4 Well-known guerrilla, and having lost 
one of his arms in early life, many crimes com- 
mitted by him in Kentucky were attributed to the 
notorious guerrilla, one- armed Berry, who had 
previously been a preacher. Hatchett was 
brought to this city Tuesday on the Morning 
Star, and from Mr. Davis, mail agent on that 
steamer, we derive the above information. The 
accused was taken on Tuesday to Washington 
county, where, it is said, unless peculiar pre- 
cautions are taken for his safety, he may meet 
the summary fate of his two partners in the 
crime with which he is charged.

A Fine Work of Art. 

There has been for some weeks past on exhibi- 
tion at Escott's gallery, a picture of very decided 
merit, and which has attracted much attention. 
The painting is an original by the celebrated 
Spanish artist, J. Contreras, and is a representa- 
tion of a beggar child delivering the alms ob- 
tained by him to his dark-browed mother. The 
theme is very similar to a group in Murillo's 
St. Thomas, distributing alms, but in its treat- 
ment is essentially different from the idea of the 
great Spanish master, in this, his well-known 
picture. The peculiar beauty of the painting is 
in the delicate light introduced from the rear 
and falling on the exposed portions of thetwo 
figures. The maternal pride of the one and the 
eager, expectant face of the other, are admirably 
drawn, while the grouping is very excellent—the 


picture, as a whole, being one of the best exhib- 


ited in this city for many months past. The 
painting was purchased directly from Contreras 
himself for Hon. Hamilton Smith, of Cannelton, 
Indiana, and is regarded as not only one of the 
best of that artist, but of the school to which 
he belongs. It will remain for some days yet at 
Escott s, when it will be forwarded to its desti- 
nation. 


The European Circus. 

The street proceasion and the performances of 
the European Circus yesterday were very suc- 
cessful. Of the exhibitions under the canvas, 
while the riding of the gentlemen was of a very 
finished character, the horseback performances 
of the equestriennes were of unusual excellence. 
But what most deserved the applause freely 
tendered during the performances were two 
classic groupings and gymnastic feats of the 
young gentlemen and the finish and extraordi- 
nary variety of a series of athletic and gym- 
nastic acts by a father and his two children. The 
displays by these latter fully equaled those given 
by the famous Japanese troupe. To-day will 
close the entertainments in this city by this cir- 
cus, for the present. This morningthere will be 
another street pageant. On Friday the circus 
will open at Shelbyville, on Saturday at Frank- 
fort, on Monday at Versailles, on Tuesday at 
Lexington, and on Wednesday at Georgetown, in 
this State. The large attendances that have 
patronized this cireus must be satisfactory to 
the management, as well as a just indication of 
the sustained excellence of the exhibitions. 


Not on the Pregramme. 

Yesterday afternoon, soon after the door of 
the circus was opened and before the 
performance commenced, two young ladies, 
fiashily dressed, entered beneath the spacious 
canvass, and proceeded to take seats near the 
top of the circle. The one had gained her desti- 
nation, but the other, either by a misstep or a 
misplacement of one of the seat-boards, lost her 
equilibrium and she eareened over like a full- 
rigged sailing vessel. There was a piercing fem- 
inine scream, a display of dimity, and the show 
was concluded, when the young lady proceeded 
to gather herself up from the ground, her face 
suffused with blushes, Fortunately for her 
modesty, which received a deep shock as it was, 
there were but few persons present to witness 
this grand unheraided equestrian Performance. 


A Broken-Hearted Mother. 

A strong instance, but very sad withal, of the 
depths of a mother’s love, occurred in this city 
yesterday. It will be remembered that some 
weeks ago two young negroes, Cy. Bell and Rolla 
Garrett, became involved in a quarrel on Ninth 
street, in the course of which, apparently in self- 
defense, Bell stabbed Garrett with a small pocket 
knife, inflicting a wound from the effects of which 
he died on Saturday night last a week ago. Since 
Garrett's death, his mother, Mrs. Ellen Stepney, 
who lives on Walnut, between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets, has steadily declined in health 
until yesterday, when she died, without doubt, of 
a broken heart. Indeed the love of a mother 
passeth all understanding, has no metes or 
bounds, and depends not a whit upon color or 
race.
